After at least three months’ prepar- 
ation, the rover squire makes his vigil 
'in church before the Blessed Sacra- 
|ment, contemplating his new respon- 
sibilities and past failings. He is 
recommended to make a retreat as his 
vigil, ending it by going to confession. 

At the investiture the rovers as- 
semble in their “den,” forming a half- 
circle before a table covered with the 
Union Jack or St. George’s flag, on 
'which are placed a crucifix, two light- 
‘ed candles, a ewer, basin and towel, 
a sword, and the badges to which the 
candidate is entitled. The candidate 

stands with two sponsors in the mid- 
‘die. 

Following prayers, the rover squire 
and sponsors advance to the table. 
There the candidate is questioned to 
ensure his fitness for reception, and 
these having been answered satisfac- 
torily, his fingers are washed in token 
of the washing away of past misdeeds. 

The sword is presented to him, and, 
holding it aloft, he makes or renews 
the scout promise, ending by kissing 
ithe hilt as a pledge of fidelity. The 
badges are then presented to him, 
more prayers are said, and the cere- 
mony ends with the new rover being 
welcomed by his colleagues with a 
handshake. 

The rover leader afterwards invited 
all present to attend Mass together, 
and recommends all to receive Holy 
Communion.

essentially the same position for 
Catholic Action as before. 

The differences appear to be two. 
One is that the young people's Catho- 
lic clubs cannot engage in sports or 
athietics. In this the Fascist organ- 


‘izations have the monopoly. 


A second is that the youth organ- 
izations are federated on a diocesan 
basis under the direct supervision of 
the Bishops. This does not seem to 
forbid national federation again under 
the supervision of the Bishops. Fur 
ther information not available in the 
initial announcement of the agreement 
is necessary to clear up this point. 

In neither respect is the nature of 
Catholic Action invaded, even though 
a veto on athletics by Catholic clubs 
is a strange, however relatively un- 
important, invasion of the rights of 
private organizations, which is easily 
understood in the condition of Italy 
at the present time. 

Labor Groups Long Forbidden 

The terms of the agreement forbid 
Catholic labor organizations or em- 
ployers’ associations within Catholic 
Action. Such organizations have long 
been forbidden in Italy. But besides, 
such organizations have not been a 
part of the idea of Catholic Action, 
according to the repeatedly expreased 
words both of the Holy Father and 
the Cardinal Secretary of State. 

Catholic Action operates fully un- 
der the Hierarchy and Catholic labor 
unions or employers’ associations, or 
for that matter political parties do not 
come within this category of Catholic 
work, 

The agreement permits Catholic 
organizations by occupations or pro- 
fessions and these, it iw upreed; will 
follow what is the equivalent, it seems, 
of the instructions to Catholic Action 
in Italy in the Labor Encyclical of 
Pope Pius AI, last May, “Forty Years 
After—Reconstructing the Social Or- 
der.”
